Index up 
50% in 
one year

‘Tre Consumer Price Index rose by 
3 per cent last month, bringing the 
total rise in prices to consumera 
since the beginning of the year to 27.5 
per cent, and during the last 12 
months to 50.6 per cent. 

The monthly rise included a giant 
23.1 per cent jump In the price of 
fresh vegetables. The overall 
consumer-price index, set at 100 
points for average 1976 prices, now 
stands at 212.4 points. 

It appears that prices will rise by 
another ten per cent over the next 
three months — wiping out by then 
almost all the 12.9 per cent October 
cost-of-living allowance. 

Histadrut Secretary-General 
Yeroham Meshei said yesterday that 
the Histadrut leadership will take’ 
action if, besides the normal price 
rises, the government increases the 
prices of basic foods by one item 
each month. The Treasury has 
already announced that it is going to 
do so. 

‘Trailing the rise in fresh-vegetable 
prices, the price of fresh fruit rose by 
7.4 per cent. General foods rose by 
3.8 per cent, home maintenance by 
0.9 per cent and furniture and 
household wares by 2.8 per cent.

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John Paul I: First non-Italian in 455 years 
Pole elected Pope; 
Italians stunned 


VATICAN CITY (UPI). — The 
College of Cardinals yesterday toas- 
ed aside centuries of tradition and 
elected Polish Cardinal! Karol Wo- 
ityla as the 264th pontiff of the 
Roman Catholic church. 


Wojtyla, the first Pole to succeed 


to the throne of St. Peter, chose the 
reign name John Paul ΣΙ. 

The 111 cardinals sealed in the 
Sistine Chapel took eight ballots, 
spread over 32 hours and 48 minutes, 
to choose the 58-year-old Archbishop 
of Crakow. 

Wojtyla's election came as 8 total 
surprise and stunned the 300,000 peo- 
ple gathered under a huge harvest 
moon in St. Peter's Square for their 
first glimpse of the new pontiff. He is 
the first non-Italian pontiff in 455 
years and the first-ever from a Com- 
munist country. 

His election came 18 days after the 
sudden death of Pope John Paul 1. 
who won the hearts of millions with 
his warm smile during a 34-day 
reign.- 

Vatican experts said Wojtyla's 
choice of the name John Paul I in- 
dicated he would pursue the policies 
of Pope John XXIII and Pau! VI. 

They described him as a 
“theological conservative with an 
open mind."” 

When the white smoke announcing 
the election of a new pontiff billowed 
from the floodlit chimney atop the 
Sistine Chapel at 6:18 p.m. (7.18 p.m. 
in Israel), the 100,000 people stan- 
ding vigil in St. Peter's Square broke 
into thunderous applause. Many 
sank to their knees sobbing with 
joyful prayer. 

Immediately, tens of thousands, of 
people who heard news of the white 
smoke on radio and television raced 
to the square to welcome the new 
pope. The square was soon thronged 
with more than 800,000 people.

Compulsory car insurance 
premiums will rise by 18.54 per cent 
on January 1, 1878, according to 
Treasury calculations. 

Insurance premiums go up 
automatically with inflation as 
stipulated in the Motor Vehicle In- 
surance law.

Yeshiva cooking to be probed

Dr. Yehoshua Stark sald that the 
inquiry will come aaa resuit of an in- 
cident fast week in which 17 students 
of the Elsh Hatorah yeshiva were 
hospitalized after eating a post-Yom 
Kippur meal. The yeshiva, which [5 
located in the Old City. received the 
food from a central kitchen in Geula 
on Yom Kippur eve, and ἐξ remained 
unrefrigerated until after the heli- 
day. ᾿ 


Dr. Stark said that the kitchen 
which prepared the food, and which 
suppiles another yeshiva as well, bas 
no municipal permit. An initial sur- 
vey indicated that the van which 
brought the food usually carries 
building suppiles. 


Rabbi Noah Weinberg, who heads 
the yeshiva (which serves people 
who were formerly alienated from 
Jewish religious ilfe), said that he 
has been unhappy about the food 
conditions and has tried to improve 
them for the past two years. He said 
the Improvements must come from 
the Company for the Reconstruction 
of the Jewish Quarter, which, he 
claimed, has turned a deaf ear to his 
demands.

Oil slick from gashed tanker 
threatens rare Welsh birds | 


MILFORD HAVEN, Wales (AP). — 
A million gallons of oil from a Greek 
tanker that ran into rocks off the 
-Welsh coast is i a “major 
threat” to seabirds, it was claimed 
yesterday. 

“We have reports of 50 to 100 
Severely oiled gannets, at least 100 
oiled guillemots and some oiled seals 
in the area," James Cadbury, head 
of research for the Royal Society for 
the Protection of Birds, said. Even if 
the oiled birds can be collected, 
Cleaning them is 2 very tricky task 
_and many will have to be destroyed, 
he added. ° 

Cadbury called the Pem- 
brokeshire coast of Wales one of 
Europe's finest bird sanctuaries: 
Colonies of up to 17,000 gannets and 
thousands of guillemots, razorbills 
and kittiwakes breed in the rocky 
islands and coves along the pic- 
turesque coast, he said.

The Arabs called such 
fand ‘soil of ruins’, since it was a mixrure of ashes and decayed vegetation swept 
down from the high mound by the wind and the rain: 

‘The site of the fe! bad held successive large setrlements for thousands of years. 
Scartered near itare the remains of these carly ages, potsherds belonging to various 
early periods rangmg from the Middle Bronze, some 3500 years BC, to about 300 
ap in the Roman period. After the Joshua conquest at the end of the thirteenth 
century 8C, the Shimron region was allotted to the rribe of Zebulun. Nahala) and 
another three cities were detached from Zebulun and assigned to the Levites. The 
tribe of Levi, it will be recalled, was not granted a territorial region of its own, 
bur its families were distributed and lived among all the other tribes of Israel. 
Nahalal, Yokneam, Karta and Dimona were given to the Merari clan of the tribe 
of Levi. 

When we were learning this at the village school, I saw in it the tracing of the 
finger of God. According to our family tradition, we belong to the Levites. My 
only difficulty at the time was how to explain to my chissmates why the family 
name Merari had undergone the transformation to Dayan! 

A further problem arose when we continued our studies and learned from the 


"Book of Judges that the tribe of Zebulun failed to capture Nahalal and the 


Canaanites continued to live there. Actually, this did not trouble me. The 
Canaanites were not strangérs to me. I reckoned it had been possible to live with 
them and maintain good neighbourly relations, just as we in Nahalal lived with 
our Arab neighbours at Ma’alul and Ya'apha, and with the e-Mazarib Bedouin 
who dwelt behind Tel Shimron. 

Ar all events, Shimron apd Nahalal had eventually passed into the hands of 
the Israelites. One day during the ploughing season I found a jar~handle from 
the Israetite period and on it was the inscription in ancient Hebrew writing: ‘For 
the king’. The rest of the inscription had been worn away. Gideon Chen, the 
young son of our neighbouring farmer, also found a relic of the Israelite past - 


__ alargestone bearing the representation of a menorah, the seven-branched candela- 


brum which is thesymbol of the state of Israel today. It may have been a tombstone 
belonging to the Second Temple period. There is no better evidence of our early 


. settlement here than these stones. None can deny cheir truth. As Joshua said to 


the children of Isracl: ‘Behold, this stone shall be a witness unto us; for it hath 
heard all the words of the Lord which he spake unto us.” ( Josh. 24:27.) These 
stones were here in Joshua's day. They saw and heard what happened then, and 
today they bear witness thereto. 

The eastern shoulder of Tel Shimron was set aside by Nahalal as rhe cemetery. 
The aves was cleared of its basalt boulders, its perimeter fenced and planted with 
trees. When a grave was being prepared, the diggers would occasionally come 
across bits of skeletons and potsherds belonging to the period of the patriarchs, 
for in ancient times, too, “the local inhabitants would bury their dead on this hill. 
This is where the children of Nahalal come in winter.to pick flowers, Anemones 
and chrysanthemums cover the hill of Shimron with a tapestry of red and yellow. 

‘In summer the area is barren and desolare, with the acacia trees providing the 
only patches of green. But summer or winter, this is a unique spot, with its pros- 
pect of the Valley of Jezree!, the Carmel range, the mountains of Manassch and 
the hills of Nazareth.

Books and brochures 
on the subject abound in various 
languages. There are shops in Israel, 
Europe and America providing 
organically grown vegetables, fruits 
and grains and Nterature for 
“healthy gardening.” 

How they do It. Organic gardening 
(and farming) hag no use for 
chemical sprays or powders to con- 
trol plant pests and diseases. This 
fob is done by different “friends” 
such as hedgehogs, frogs, birds, 
earwigs. lady birds, ground beetles, 
toads, etc. These ‘‘friendly’’ 
creatures eat damaging insects. Or 
organic gardeners use sprays made 
from wild nettle leaves or soap 
against plant lice on roses and cab- 
bages. 


In summer they plant tagetes 
(marigold) around their flower, herb 
and vegetable beds. This flower 
wards off root disease and 
nematodes. Tests at the University 
of Wageningen in Holland have prov- 
ed that tagetes produces an anti- 
nematode substance and helps to 
keep a garden disease-free. 


Biological gardeners use compost 
in place of chemical fertilizers (most 
amateur organic gardeners meke 
their own), or they use green 
manure, crops such as clover, lupzine 
or other species of the pea family. 
When these crops reach a height of 
about 15 cm., they are dug back into 
the soil to enrich it. Organic gar- 
deners also ‘cultivate’ earthworms, 
which help in compost formation and 
themselves produce precious 
manure. The ‘Marshal Cavendish 
Gardening Encyclopaedia" {London 
1977) mentions Te) Aviv, Edirourgh, 
Bangkok and Moscow as cities using 
municipal waste to produce com-° 
post.

Al, which is trying to use the 
charter permission ag a card in its 
efforts to gain landing rights in 
Canada. 

But Canadian tour operators have 
informed their Israeli associates 
that unless the permission comes 
before October 31, the Canadians 
will have to cancel al] thelr plans for 
charter tours to Israel in 1978 and 
possibly also for 1979. The October 31 
deadiine is a result of the fact that 
the operators priat their brochures 
to be ready in December. 

In a telex message from a Cana- 
dian agency to one of Isrzel's leading 


tour operaters, the Canadian ex- 
presses his difficulty in understan- 
ding “why Canada Is the only friend- 
ly country not given charter landing 
rights on an automatic basis." It 
continues, ‘‘Although we are 
enthusiastic about Israel as a tourist 
destination, we must schedule air- 
craft 24 months in advance and we 
have already stretched that beyond 
all justifiable limits.”" 

The telex message concludes, that 
unless the agents get a positive 
response from the Transport 
Ministry by October 31. the Israeli 
operators should cance! all hotel 
reservations ordered by the 
Canadians.

Overkill in Cairo 
THINGS APPEAR to be going pretty well at the Egyptian- 
Israeli peace talks — unsurprisingly well, it might be said, con- 
sidering the amount of common ground laid at Camp David. 

Numerous matters of significant detail still have to be worked 
out, of course, even though they relate only to the southern 
front. But, although the discussions are happily shrouded in 
almost as much secrecy as the just concluded Vatican elections, 
it would seem the day is closer than was thought likely even last 
week when, so to speak, a column of white smoke might curl up 
Blair House to announce a peace pact. 

One indication of the proximity of the happy conclusion is the 
spate of satisfied comments, notably from the Egyptian side, on 
the meaning of the accords already reached. 

Some of these comments, are however, rather lacking in 
precision. They also make a poor contribution to the progress 
that would still be necessary to assure that any pact works well 
not only on paper, but also in the field. 

On Thursday, the Egyptian National Assembly ratified the 
Camp David texts, with only token opposition. The 30-hour 
debate was summed up by the Deputy Premier, who hailed the 
accords 88 signalling a historic shift in Israeli attitudes. He 
pointed out that for the first time Israel formally acknowledged. 
the political rights of the Palestinians as 4 people, and not mere- 
ly as refugees; which was fair enough. 

But the Egyptian official went on to claim that Camp David 
‘destroyed the myth of a Greater Israel, stretching all the way 
from the Nile to the Euphrates," and that, ‘‘for the first time, 
Israel's frontiers would be defined, as they must be, which is 
what Israel had completely rejected until] now."' , 

Now it is arguable that the best way to treat this sort of 
bizarre ‘‘explanation"' is to dismiss it, benignly, as an effort to 
combine a claim of victory for Egypt with a decent burial of the 
Arab myth of an Israeli imperial design upon the Arabs. 

Yet it is hard to forget that for over three decades Arab 
propagandists, among whom the Egyptians were highly con- 
spicuous for their presence, spun this web of falsehood aa a 
cover for the Arab refusal to make peace with Israel. The 
brazen lie, more recently endorsed avidly by the Russians, was 
methodically propped up with bogus quotations from Israeli 
leaders, and with imaginary maps and inscriptions on the walls 


of the Knesset. 


There can be no doubt that Israel, for its part, has already 
made some weighty concessions for the sake of peace. The very 
consent to base the text of the mooted treaty on an American 

- draft (5 such a concession. But the abandonment of a dream of 
an Israel ‘from the Nile to the Euphrates" 15 not. ‘ 

Another strange comment has been made by Egypt's Acting 
Foreign Minister Butros Ghali, in an interview published by 
“October"’ magazine. Dr. Ghali argued that at Camp David 
Israel] had, for practical purposes, given up any claim of 
sovereign right to any part of the West Bank or the Gaza Strip. 

. Had Dr, Ghali contented himself with the observation that the 
internal political dynamic of the accords led inexorably to this 
result, he would have found himself in agreement with a fair 
number of people in Israel itself, on both the Left and the Right. 
At least, his assertion would have been worth arguing over. But 
as a flat statement of fact there is not a scintilla of evidence to 


support it. 


Moreover, since Dr. Ghali went out of his way to reatate that 
the accords were hased on Resolution 242 — whose rejection by 
the PLO made that outfit ineligible for participation in peace 
talks — it is not improper to remind him, again, that total 
withdrawal is not required in that text of Israel. ἢ 

Perhaps, however, unlikely as the suggestion may sound, he 
was merely proposing that the only viable alternative to a 
negotiated modification in the old armistice line wag the sanc- 
tification of that military frontier as a political border. In that 
case, his warning might be worth heeding.

THE KNESSET vote over Camp 
David hag left our parties, more than 
ever, looking like splintered mirrors 
held in shape only by. their 
frameworks.

The radical right and the ultra-left 
fourtd common ground in denouncing 
the government, while many — in- 
deed too many -= of our politicians, 
both on the coalition and the opposi- 
tion benches, continued to churn out 
tired party formulae. ignoring the 
new reality taking form. 

The Grand Debate inside and out- 
side parllament has demonstrated 
Graham Greene's explanation that 
at times of crisis, people mouth their 
favourite cliches, like men caught in 
stormy waters clinging. fo known 
landmarks. The flood of words 
provided a smokescreen for many a 
strategic withdrawal from positions 
no longer defensible after the Prime 
Minister‘s own departure from the 
fastnesa of Revisionism for the 
perilous journey to peace. It must be 
a sobering thought for him that his 
Knesset majority was made possible 
by Lahour Alignment votes. 

An increasing number of coalition 
insiders are already talking of early 
elections. possibly in the spring. The 
Likud wants to capitalize on the 
wave of support in its direction. 
Indeed, early elections could benefit 
both main parties; whether they 
would be for the country's good is 
something else.

RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post

28, ‘‘Wrong approach to education,”

Education that “religious children 
should be taught only by religious 
teachers,”

The law further 
provides for a body appointed by the 
Mintster of Education with the ap- 
proval of the cabinet — the Council) 
for Religious State Education. The 
Minlster of Education may net ap- 
point any educator to a religious 
State institution or an inspector over 
such institutions without the prior 
approval of the Council for Religious
